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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The arguments on pages 4-6 of the Remarks have been fully considered and are not persuasive. 

On page 5, the Remarks allege that the office action, page 3, appears to assert that a generated XSLT is an automatically generated 
speech dialog that includes at least one audio prompt that is played in response to accessing, via the telephone interface, at least one of 
the voice-enabled capabilities of its corresponding managed system. It is unclear why the office action, page 3, is interpreted as asserting 
that a generated XSLT per se teaches "automatically generating a grammar and a speech dialog for each managed system using its 
corresponding system speech profile, wherein the speech dialog for each managed system includes at least one audio prompt that is 
played in response to accessing, via the telephony interface, at least one of the voice-enabled capabilities of its corresponding managed 
system" as in claim 1 because the office action, page 3, cited two additional sections of Harb in addition to the XSLT portion to teach the 
claim limitations in question. The allegation ignores the other cited portions of Harb, namely Col 17 lines 47-55 where Harb describes 
grammar update processing and Col 4 lines 25-34, where Harb discloses TTS prompts with voice application to voice access products. See 
page 3 of the Final Rejection mailed 08/24/09. 

In general, Harb teaches making an application such as that in Fig 11 accessible by voice, which is done by generating XSLT sheets that 
describe which elements of e.g. the drop boxes in Fig 1 1 would be enabled for grammar support. The Col 4 lines 24-34 citation found in the 
Final Rejection explicitly discloses "components that enable user to interact with voice applications 13 via voice commands... and a text-to- 
speech component". Therefore, Harb discloses automatically generating a speech dialog.. 
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
